It is seldom that there Is a sutTicieiit- 
ly heavy fog on an American railway 
to cause serious IncooveDicnce that no 
apocial precautions arc taken, but In 
England a heavy fog Is so common 
that there is a regular service made up 
of the repair gangs, who take the place 
of the mt*chanlcnl algnali. Every dis¬ 
tance signal Is guarded by a signal 
man, who is supplied with dags and 
torpedoes, the latter being called de¬ 
tonators, while the signal men are 
pointsmen. Two torpedoes are plai ed 
on the track to warn the engineer when 
the signal Is set at danger and are sup- 
pleuieDtt*d by a retl lantern in the 
hands of tbo aignai man. As the tor¬ 
pedoes cost a cent and a half each find 
are used in great numbers there is a 
machine supplied by which the second 
torpedo Is forcwl from the rail by the 
force of the explosion of the first, as 
only one is necessary, the second being 
merely a pre<*HUtion.

Oolleotor offered to do the collecting for 
II50.0U. 

The Collectot’a Roll ie said to l>e re- 
tnrned, bnt the writer ia pretty well in¬ 
formed that Roll is not at this time 
properly retnrned, thongh it hae been 
accepted from the Collector, but tbie ie 
quite different from a proper return. 

Now then for Collector'e explanution for 
bie HOLD IJi*, and for which be wae to 
receive 10% aa above resolution epeoilies. 

After paying over to ireaeurer tbe 
moniee eeid to be owing to tbe Town, 
teki^ a receipt therefor, and handing over 
hie Roll, be had in him fohbeihion about 
$1,100 which he explained was made up 
ae follow! ; He fonnd that exienione on 
iioll were nut properly carried ont, that 
errors were there to the extent of about 
|'>75 00, that aUo he bad found property 
that wae not aaecdaed, and from owneie or 
tenant! of eaid properties he bad colleotod 
tbe sum of |573 00. 

Mark you this was done without any 
authority from council whatever. Mark 
bie position in this transaction, constitut¬ 
ing himself Aseetfsor, Coart of Revieioo. 
and clerk, he already was Collector. 1 
think this town would like to see the law, 
Mr. Collector's authority cu that point, 
and where be got it. The whole sum so 
collected amounted to ^^lllS .uo. 

On Tuosdav colteorcr goes to treasurer, 
pays him $573.00, the lesst-r amount, less 
$114.00, being 10 per cent, on whole amount 
and saying be had paid over tbe larger 
amonnt to the treasurer before. 

A STRAIGHT HOLD-llP, and what is 
worse about it is, that more than two 
members of ooanoii wore knowing to what 
was being done, aided and abetted the hold¬ 
up, promised him remuneration to the ex¬ 
tent of 10 per cent, as mentioned in resolu¬ 
tion, and actually bad a type written renol- 
utioo at meeting of council, but did nut 
show it as that wonld certainly have given 
tbe bnsiness away. 

Tbe rale payers of the town bearing 
what bad been done on this Monday even¬ 
ing, tbe next day started a peut.on anking 
Ontario Guveromont to send a oommisiiou 
to go into and through tbe accounts for a 
number of years back, sod lain told that 
oyer forty names were rtigned to it at or 
about 4 o'clock that p.m. Council again 
n<et Tuesday eveninc and passed a resolu- 

«on •eking Outuriu Qovcrnntcnt to s^nd 
'eheir municipal auditor and have acoountt 
audited. One of the cuunoillors being 
asked why council did this, said, "wo want¬ 
ed to get ahead of this petition 1>«jing cir-

An Exciting: Day at the Fortress 
of Sebastopol. 


The Times’ correspondent at St. 
Petersburg cables as follows Schepkin 
has relumed from Bialystok with evi¬ 
dence that minor police offlciala insti¬ 
gated and organized the massacres, 
higher oiliclals observing a benevolent 
neutrality. 

Disaffection in the army steadily In¬ 
creases. Two garrison artillery batta¬ 
lions at Sebastopol mutinied, but were 
disarmed. Soldiers at Krasnoyarsk 
wounded a colonel and killed a captain. 
Both had sabred men while in a state cf 
intoxication. At Riazan the mutineers 
killed nobody, because they aimed high. 
The mutiny is reported over, all the 
men’s demands having been granted. A 
strike of the dockers at Rybensk serious¬ 
ly interferes with the grain trade. 

. DETAILS OF MUTINY. 

The Associated Press cables from St. 
Petersburg A serious mutiny, which 
for a time threatened to place the for¬ 
tress of .Sebastopol in possession of the 
mutineers was .suppressed yesterday, 
according to a .special despatch to The 
Novoe Vrernya. .The mutiny was started 
by a battalion of fortress artillery which 
declined to obey orders, whereupon the 
men were promptly disarmed. The two 
lialtallons then mutinied and took pos¬ 
session of the gune in the north shore 
batteries, but on the appearance of 
several loyal regiments of infantr>' the 
mutineers abandoned the idea of fight¬ 
ing and returned to their barracks. 

General Nepleuff, commander of the 


fortress of Sebastopol, Is represented to 
be greatly concerned about the temper 
of the sailors as well as the soldiers of 
the fortress. 

MORALE OF THE ENTIRE ARMY 
SHAKEN. 

That the morale of the whole army 
is being shaken by the revolutionary 
propaganda Is proved by the continual 
extension of the rebellious outbreaks 
among the troops. It appears to be con¬ 
firmed that the Boltschoff regiment at 
Ryazan has driven out its olllcere and 
burned the armory. Another report says 
the soldiers deliberately attacked the 
officers’ club at Ryazan, killing one offi¬ 
cer and wounding tw'o othei'S. A panic 
prevails in the town. 

Four companies of the Viborg regi¬ 
ment stationed in St. Petersburg have 
presented demands which were acceded 
to, and they have now relumed to duly. 

The soldiers of the notorious Semen- 
ovsky regiment, w'hose name became 
.synonymous with repression owing to 
the deeds committed by these troops ot 
Moscow, are reported to have held a 
meeting and to have decided that they 
cannot any longer endure the public 
opprobrium, and mu.sl wipe out the 
slain on the regiment. The tenderness 
with which the military authorities are 
treating these and recuiting exhibitions 
of the mutinous spirit among the troops 
is sufficient evidence that they fear the 
entire army is infected.

DOME.STIC REC1PE.S. 

Water Crackers.— One pound of flour, 
one table.spoonfui of lard, one luble- 
spoonful of sail, one-huif lublesponful 
of soda. Mix with water, beat well, roll 
thin, stick with lorU, and bake in u hot 
oven. 

Breakfast Cotfee Cake. — Take a piece 
of bread dough and add oue-hulf cup 
of sugar, and a tablespoonful of melted 
butler, then roll out an inch thick and 
put on u greased pie-pun, brush the top 
willi melted butler, and cover thick with 
cinnamon and sugar; let it rise and 
lake quick. Cut in long narrow strips 
to serve. Eat hoi hr cold. It is nicely 
made Saturday with the other baking, 
to use Sunday morning for breakfast. 

Apple Custard Filling. — Two eggs, 
four or five apples grated, a llUle nut¬ 
meg, sweeten to taste. One-half a pint 
of sweet milk or cream. Pour into 
pastry and bake without an upper crust. 

Chocolate Filling. — One cup of milk, 
two tablespoons grated chocolate, three- 
fourths cup of sugar, yolks of three 
« ggs. Heat chocolate and milk together, 
i^dd the sugar and yolks together, beat¬ 
en to a cream. Flavor with vanilla, 
Luke with undercrust, spread meringue 
o! the whiles over the top. 

Parboil a three pound piece of salmon. 
It sjio^ be a broad, flat piece that can 
be Tolled. Prepare the following stuf¬ 
fing: Twelve oysters chopped, a half- 
ccpful of dry bread-crumbs, salt, pepper, 
a little nutmeg, and a tablespoonful r-f 
minced parsley. Mix these and spread 
on the salmon, R(dl together and tie. 
Place in a hot oven w'itli a large piece 
of butter. Bake Iwentv-flvo minutes and 


the water and again fill to overflowing 
willi fresh cold water, seal the jars 
closely and put away for winter’s use. 
I’his when opened Will be found to re- 
cjulre less sugar than fresh rhubarb, and 
w'lll make delicious pies and sauce. Cran¬ 
berries and green gooseberries may be 
canned in the same way, and will keep 
foi years. 

For preserved rhubarb, wash, peel and 
cut the rhubarb into pieces, then welgli. 
Place in a preserving kettle without 
water, and cook thirty minutes. Meace 
I time put an equal weight of sugar In a 
saucepan, allowing a pint of water to 
each four pounds of sugar. Boil with- 
, out stirring until a little poured in a 
cup of ice water breaks like glass. When 
the rhubarb has been cooked enough 
pour the syrup over it, cook five minutes 
stirring gently, .so that It will not stick, 
then pour into jars and close tightly. 
Keep in a cool place. 

In making rluiliarb jam allow to each 
pound of cut rhubarb one pound 
I sugar and one lemon. Pare the lemon 
I as thin us possible Into an eurllien bowl, 

I taking care to remove all the white, bit- 
i tei rnebrane. and slice the pulp of the 
I lemon Into the bowl, discarding all seed, 

: (,ut the rhubarb Into inch pieces, and 
put in the bowl on lop of the lemon and 
the sugar on top of the rhubarb. Cover 
and stand aw'oy In a cool place over 
night.

whan John and Charf« stawart, of 
Johnsvllla« blasted their way into an old 
biocsdad emrs and found thara a skala- 
ton with soma old books dated naarly 
too yearn bade and soma manuscripts 
purporting to bs maps of other eaves 
where wealth is hidden. The discovery 
wss caused by the reomii storm, wt^ 
Mew down a large tree, revealing a 
smoke-blackened hole under ite roots, 
extending far into the ground. The flnd- 
us got dynamite and forced the en¬ 
trance, when they were astounded to 
find twelve stone steps leading down to 
a paesage seven feet long snd two feet 
wide. This opened into a main room, 
about 12 feet square. 

Upon entering the larger room they 
were startled to find the bones of a hu¬ 
man being, lying in a bunk made of 
stone. The bones were dry and crumb¬ 
ly Near the bones was a gold ring, on 
which was Inscribed, “John Long, Dec. 
4, 1779.’’ A few Inches sway was a 
stiver watch, which bore the date 1740, 
but in which can be found no inscrip¬ 
tion of any sort. 

Underneath the bunk they found three 
books, two in Latin, the third one writ¬ 
ten in English. One of the Latin books 
was Suetonius’ “History of Rome,” dat¬ 
ed 1667, and on the fly-leaf were several 
Latin Inscriptions. Inside was the fol¬ 
lowing: “B. A. Strong, Oxford College, 
May 24, 1676.” Underneath this appear¬ 
ed the name, “James Hayward, 1085.” 
The other Latin book was i^neca’s 
“Tragedies,” and in wa.s marked the 
date. “1659.” The English book was ‘The 
Memoirs of Cardinal de Retz.” Inside the 
cover of this book were written the 
names, “David Fowles” and “Michael 
Carney.” The books were wrapped In a 
piece of bark, and the whole were in an 
old iron kettle. On the bark was In¬ 
scribed a map and .some written Instruc¬ 
tions, which the Messrs. Stewart are 
guarding carefully, believelng that It 
contains a clue to secret treasure. 


NOT ENOUGH IVIEN FOR HARVEST. 

Cry For Help Will be Great, Says Imml- 
oration Official. 

A Winnipeg despatch says:: “Not for 
many years has there been such a short¬ 
age of labor as this season,” said J. J. 
Golden, Provincial Commissioner of !m- 
ndgralion, on Thursday. “'Fhere has 
been so rnucli railway construction : hi 
pi ogress and the roads are so hard lip 
for men that they are snatching up 
every available hand. Ho^vever, even 
with the railways eliminated, it would 
be Impossible this summer to supply 
the demands throughout Manitoba and 
the West for farm help to gather the 
harvests. Even now we cannot meet the 
demand, and a.s the summer advances 
the cry for help is going to be enonn 
ous. My e.stlmale now is that there will 
l-e needed at least from 20.(XX) to 25,000 
men to harvest the crops.” 

Among the Immigrants who will ar¬ 
rive in Winnipeg on Saturday will be 
thirty-two fishermen from .‘Stornoway, 
of the Island of Lewis, which belongs to 
the Hebrides group. The immigration 
authorities are puzzled where to place 
the fishermen from the faraway Islands 
as they know nothing of farming.

TO BE HANGED AT REGl.W.

Boss, a hygienist, to lnf»pect the London 
meal-preseiwing factories, and il has 
printed several reports on the caterers 
of the best goods. Dr. Ross has now 
begun an Investigation of the methods 
employed by the makers of German and 
other cheap food that is sold in the 
poorer districts. Of three places he 
visited on Thursday, two, apparently 
fearing exposure arising from the agita¬ 
tion, were busily installing new hygien¬ 
ic equipments. One, which the report 
does not name, woe in a filthy condi¬ 
tion. Every appliance was unsanitory. 
The details given equal, if they do not 
eclipse, the worst alleged against the 
Chicago packing houjea.

Eveiylliing possible should bi 
done to develop ihe frame, as it hu| 
been proved that the largest onimals -ii 
any particular breed ore Ihe most eco¬ 
nomical producers of butler. Then, 
provided heifers have been well reared, 
they can be put to the bull at a yeaj 
and nine monlhs. Some breeders liki 
tiiem to come In at a year ond nlng 
monlhs, or two years, and then mill4 
llicrn as long as they will, and then let 
Iheni have a season's spell. Anywav, 
the aim should be to develop the frame, 
to give large digestive capacity. 

Heifers, after their first calf, should 
always bo milked for as long a period 
as possible, say ten months, even If 
only stripping, and never allowed to gs 
dry about six months after calving, 't% 
they often will if precautions are nut 
taken. This encourages a most valu¬ 
able habit, that of persistent milking. 

A cow should never be dry more than 
six or eight weeks out of the year, hut 
she requires this lime to regain strength 
for the following season. A good Cfov 
will often milk up lo the time of calv¬ 
ing. hut If allowed tn do so will not 
produce as good results next year, 
rrmst be dried off sysfemafieully; first 
by milking only once a day, and then 
once In two days, then ‘sav twice a 
week till perfectly dry. Great cn re-must 
be taken not to finally turn her out' un- 
t;i the udder is perfectly clear, or Iho 
loss of a quarter may result. 


PASTURE CROP.S FOR HOGS. 

Vetches.—A crop remarkably pala¬ 
table to pigs and one that gives a fui> 
iy good relui’n per acre is tlie common 
black vetch. It is very little, if any, su- 
perior to peas, however, and the seed 
is usually more expensive. 

Ha^y Vetches.—Make a verv good 
green feed for swine, but the seed is ex- 
cedingly expensive, and a large amount 
is required per acre. It bus, liowever, 
not infrequently stood througli »he 
winter here, and so might be utilized 
for an early spring posture. Like raf)e, 
it will grow up again if not too closely 
pastured or clipped. 

Oats and Peas.—These two sorts 'd 
grain mixed in equal parts by weight 
and sown at the rate of three bushels 
per acre, furnish a pasture or s<jiling 
crop that gives very good returns per 
acre. Either sown alone is fairly sat¬ 
isfactory, but not nearly so valuable us 
the combination.—J. H. Grisdule.

The Portugueae bull whiob, while 
not without danger ana some humenb 
tarlan objection, hae none of the pain¬ 
ful details of the Spanish bull flgbt, 
writes Major H. C. Evans in the London 
Express. Blood Is not shed, horses are 
not gored to death, and It certainly ne* 
cessitates in its participants nerve, cou* 
rsge and agility. 

At the be^nning of thrflgbt the great 
doors opposite the royal box are thrown 
open, and the procession of bull fight¬ 
ers in their picturesque costumes enters, 
crosses, the arena, and halting under the 
royal box salutes its occupants and 
asks the necessary permlasion to begin 
the entertainment. 

The espadas, or fighters on foot, then 
retire, followed by those on horseback, 
who In making their exit give a splen¬ 
did exhibition of horsemanship and the 
manner In which their splendid horses 
are trained. With hardly any move¬ 
ment of their hands they rein back their 
mounts in a perfectly straight line 
across ths arena, and through the gates 
that had served them as an entrance. 
The entrada is over, and everything is 

' READY FOR THE FIRST BULL. 

In obedience to a trumpet call the 
doors opposite the royal box are again 
swung open, and a caballero, or moun¬ 
ted fighter, comes in. His horse Is a 
thoroughbred, carrying his ribbon be¬ 
decked head proudly and arching his 
neck in a way that shows plainly how 
conscious he is of the attention he is 
allracllng, wlille his perfectly groomed 
coat shines like burnished metal in the 
sunlight. 

On his back, seated like a centaur, his 
feet in the old Spanish box stirrups, is 
a man gearing a three cornered, feather 
trimmed hat, a scarlet coat reaching be¬ 
low his knees, trimmed with silver lace, 
a pair of mouse colored breeches and 
long boots of soft black leather.

A scarlet cloak is flashed be¬ 
fore h|s eyes, and he is after it in a 
second, giving it an angr>’ loss as >l 
hangs on the barrier, the man manipu¬ 
lating It having lost no time in placing 
himself on the other side. No sooner 
does the hull think that he has got rid 
ot his baiter than another cloak is

and he gives chase once more. Soon 
lie sees the scarlet coat on Hie liorseriiari, 
and makes for tiiat. 

With consummate skill the rider,, look¬ 
ing as If he were glued to his saddle, 
draws the bull on, checking his pace so 
j'.s not to get too far away, yet ut ttie 
same time leading the bull to think that 
the horse will fall an easy prey to his 
horns.

l*he Importance of Dr. Perkin § 
achievement lies not in the production 
of the one color, mauve, from coal mr, 
but In the successive etepe. in chemical 
development which were built upon 
discovery, ^fore Dr. Perkins time 
ooel tar was an almoet worthleee by¬ 
product of the process of making lUum- 
InaUng gas. Since liis iuvesUgaUoM 
were made public not only are all the 
colors of the spectrum made from coui 
tar, but In oddllion it has become the 
source of numberless druffl end chemi¬ 
cals, of artiflcally prepared 
saccharine, the sweetener, with WO 
timee the strength of sugar; of photo¬ 
graphic developers, of powerful explos¬ 
ives. Besides these direct beneflts from 
the discovery all synthetic chemistry has 
teen revolutionixed by the new meihtm 
made poeeible through Dr. Perkin • 
work. «. . 

William Henry Perkin left the City of 
London School in hli fifteenth year to 
enter the Royal College of CbemlsU-y In 
Oxford street. Two years later be 
came a private assistant to Prof. Hoff- 
man. 

During his Easter vacation In 1856 
Perkin showed his enthusiasm for his 
work by staying at home trying to pro¬ 
duce quinine artificially. In this work 
he was led to oxidize aniline, and the 
dyestuff known as mauve resulted. 

HE WAS ABOUT 18 AT THIS TIME. 

He resolved to enter upon the manu¬ 
facture of the product. Having patent¬ 
ed his discovery on August 26, 1856, ne 
began building works at Greenford 
Green, near Harrow, in the following 
June. In this he was aided by nls 
father and brother. By the end of the 
year the new dve was on the market. 

The second dyestuff to receive Per¬ 
kin’s attention was madder red, or ali¬ 
zarin. Graebe and Liebermann, the 
German chemists, announced a method 
of arUliclally producing this color .n 
1868. Perkin Immediacy set about per¬ 
fecting a process for making it in large 
quantities and was successful within a 
year. The Germans were not in a posi¬ 
tion to compete with him in the manu¬ 
facture of this, their own discovery, un- 
lii four years latei-. 

The founding of the artificial per¬ 
fume uidustry may also be attributed to 
Perkin, since he discovered a inettiod of 
producing in the labaralory coumarin, 
hitherto obtained from the tonka bean 
and sweet clover. This odoriferous 
compound is used in the flavoring of 
tobacco. His work along this lien also 
aided materially later in the manufac¬ 
ture of indigo artlflclaily. i 

Following Perkin’s successful work,' 
chemists in France and Germany *•*1 
about the task of obtaining other colors. 
The resulting Industry has become cf 
vast importance, especially in Germany, 
weher it is often spoken of as the one 
which may best be called 

THE NATIONAL INDUSTRY. 

Statistics sliow that live of the largest 
itrins engaged in color manufacturing 
In Germany have a combined capital of 
about $24.UU0,000. 

Dr. Perkin Ims devoted himself of 
late years almost entirely to research 
work, leaving business details in the 
hands of younger men. 

Prior to Perkin’s time no one had 
been able to manufacture dye stuffs ar¬ 
tificially in large quantities. Dyers de¬ 
pended entirely upon the natural color¬ 
ings furnished by plants and animals.

“Hog money’’ is the name by wlilch 
the brass money which began to be 
.struck in Dennuda in 1G.'’)0 came to be 
known. On one face of it w'us a hog, 
on Uie oilier a slilp of that period. These 
old coins arc very rare, and highly 
prized by collectors. 

The history of this device Is curious 
and inleresling. A .‘^p^nlsh ves.sel. 
commanded by Juan Bermudez, and on 
its wav In rubn with a cargo of hogs, 
was wTecked there. This was In 1515. 
Later ill the same century, when the 
Fnglish discovered this land, they 
found a country inhabited by hogs. 

It is also Interesting to note that the 
F.ngllsh discovered It in the same way 
as the .Spaniards. An Fnglish ship was 
wrecked I here. Is it any woucI-.t that the 
treacherous coast got from the .Span¬ 
iards and I'jjglish alike the name of 
“Devil’s I.and”'.’ Yet it is one of the 
most beautiful coasts In the world, and 
It has been claimed that in brilliancy 
•Mediterraucan effects are not at all 
equal to those of Bermuda. 

Bermuda is said to he the Island of 
Shakespeare’s “Tempest.’’ The .strange 
nol.ses which inurincrs heard coming 
from this island, and wiiich they did 
not then know were produced by hogs, 
caused them to .say that it was haunted, 
and to report weird things of It.

EARTH CURRENTS. 

Interesting experiments have recently 
been made al the Kew Observatory near 
London on the effects of the electric 
traction systems of the British metro¬ 
polis. The delicate magnet c instru¬ 
ments of the observatory are affected by 
the currents. Metallic plaits buried in 
the ground were connecteci with a 
photographic recording apparatus and 
the tracings reiorded by the Instrument 
fonned u picture (>f the tlnie-iuble of the 
London Central Railway, although the 
nearest point of approach of that line is 
six miles from Kew. Even accd-^ntal 
breakdown's occurring on the Iructlnn- 
llne were indicated in the photographic 
record. By connecting the earth-plntes 
with a sensitive galvanometer, the rffecl 
of the movements of ih'^ tramway con¬ 
trollers was rendered evident, and. a 
telephone being attached, sounds were 
heard at each controller movement.

It can be aaftly said of most of the 
Weil African trlbei recruited in the Brit* 
lih service that they are a splendid body 
o! men, who take lighting as they take 
their binchi (Hausa (or food). In fact the 
cnly time they are ever known to real¬ 
ly grumble is when provisions are hard 
to obtain. The ration allowance on ser¬ 
vice is one or two yams per diem, 'tc- 
cording to size. This dietary is, how¬ 
ever, regulated by oircumstances, an«l 
not infrequently they are left to their^ 
own resources to find food when it is not 
possible to obtain supplies at friendly 
villages. Thi native will never admit 
having eaten sufficient, and will, when 
questioned after a hearty meal, invari¬ 
ably place his hand on a hugely ex¬ 
tended stomach, and, with a smile on his 
face, say, “Babu binchi" (No food). 

The bases from which the expeditions 
are fitted out and start are at Sierra 
Leone, Accra, Axlm, Gold Coast, with Its 
military headquarters at Coomossle;' La¬ 
gos and northern and .southern Nigeria, 
with ttmlr respective bases at Lokoja 
and Calabar the whole comprising the 
West African Frontier Force, under the 
Colonial Office, and officered by officers 
seconded from their respective regi¬ 
ments from all parts of the British Fm- 
pire. 

ACTIVE SERVICE KIT. 

The fitting up of an expedition is by 
no means such u long and difficult un¬ 
dertaking a.s tlifc unlnitiuted would sup- 
pcse, for the active serv’lce kit of itie 
West African native soldier is by nc 
means a large or luxui'ious One. it 
consists of: * 

1 blanket and cloak (a waterproof sheet 
Is now often cariied instead of one or 
both of the articles).

1 pair sandals.

Rille and bayonet, belt, haversack, 
etc. 

i The officer himself is at the most al¬ 
lowed only seven earners; the load that 
each carries may not exceed sixty 
pounds. This total of 4^U pounds ein- 
traces provisions for perhaps two 
months camp equipment, such as bed, 
t'Qtti, cooking utensils, etc., and does 
. not permit, as cun be readily imagined, 
of the inclusion of any unnecessary ar¬ 
ticles. No more odd spectacle can t-e 
Imagined than to see a column of these 
fine swarthy negroes marching along 
In Indian file, as most of the paths are 
not broad enough for any other wav, 
inch cnrr*ying. in most cases, his rifle 
and perhaps a yarn or two balanced on 
Ids head. It rnutters not whether Itie 
load be of sixty pounds or a box cf 
matches, for preference he will carry 
i*. on his head. 

Naturally, in a rountrv such as this, 
where the rainy season is of sucti long 
duration, expeditions Into the Interior 
can only be undertaken betwe^*n the 
months of December and May, which Is 
the dry season.

>our daughters when they are young, 
' and do not leave them to hired persons. 
;Lel mothers infuse everything good in 
Uidr personality into their offspring hy 
close contact and cure. 

“.SOl.lTUDi:.” 

“Over the face of every child in your 
nurseries is written one big word—‘so¬ 
litude.’ Diogenes went about with a 
lamp in search of a man. I uni afraid 
that some one will .say in years lo come 
that in England a person went aboJt 
with an Edison lamp in searcii of a mo- 
tiler who wanted lo educate her own 
dnld.” 

These home thrusts roused the wo¬ 
men to protest. “If we abollsli the 
nursery, what becomes of the husband/’’ 
rsked one matron. “We cannot look af¬ 
ter both." 

“Does the wife look after the hus¬ 
band?’’ Dr. Reich inquired, with just 
u tinge of astonisliment in his voice. 

“She ought to, ought she not?’’ was 
the reply. 

PAINTED .MEN. 

Dr. Reich thought, that husbands did 
not care for too much allenlion, and 
would be gdad if their wives directed 
more attention lo the children. 

An American expressed the opinion 
that the abolition of the nursery would 
a', the some lime destroy the repose of 
tlie home. The general view of the au¬ 
dience. In fact, seemed lo be against 
any such change. 

Dr. Reicli, who seemed lo be In an 
especially sever mood, also condemned 
what he culled the absurd attempt cf 
girls to iuliinute man in various ways. 

“They lake to gymnastics loo early, 
rnd become too tall and thin,’’ he sal.l. 
“Consequently, fheir sons, w'hen they 
marry and have any, are also tall and 
thin, with narrow chests.’’ 

As evidence otf this the lecturer polnl- 
Cil to the uvera^ British otTlcer. w'hose 
face was fine, dignified, and noble, but. 
whose chest was poor, and not that of 
a real soldier. “Your women ought lo 
be wider and not so tall,” remarked Dr. 
Reich. 

The great point aimed at In the edu¬ 
cation of woman should be tact, con¬ 
cluded Dr. Reich, and if she possessed 
tactful adaptability that was all -die 
wanted, “A tactful woman is like a 
painted mun, who is no man at all," he 
said. 


TREASURE TROVE IN SAND PIT.

body O' FInusa.s and Yombas. The 
rnolntnuince of order and discipline Is 
a difficult task with such bodies of men. 
and if needs one pos.sessing a good 
temper, patience and tact ul the heod of 
•affairs. 

DOES NOT BEAR MALICE. 

One strong point in favor of the West 
African soldier is that he does not bear 
mulico for any punishment inflicted up¬ 
on him. His confidence in the justness 
und impartiality of the Baturi (white 
man) is .so strong us lo quite obliterate 
rny feelings of resentment. The usual 
answ'er given lo the question, “Are you 
‘fit’ to do” a certain thing, put lo a 
soldier, Is, “Supposin’ you tell me make 
I go do so, 1 go do 80 .” 

Taking into consideration Ihe fact that 
the West African soldier receives the 
same pay os the British imperial soldi¬ 
er, 1. e., 1 shilling per diem, with 1 shil¬ 
ling per diem good conduct pay, an! 
Is really more generously treated in the 
way of kit. his lot is by no means a 
poor one. .since he can support himself 
and his family on about .'1 pence per 
diem. . Nothing could belter illustrte 
lhr> iinheftlfhinos.s of the climate in these 
parts than the granting by Ihe Colonial 
Office of four months leave, not count¬ 
ing the voyage lo and fro, after every 
tw’elve months residential .service out 
there on full pay. And it is a hard mat¬ 
ter to get permission, should one desire 
if. to remain a short w'hile overtime. A 
niedlcol examination Is held and if rests 
entirely w'ltli Ihe doctors as (o whether 
the applicant Is permitted to do so or 
not. 


AN UMBRELLA EXCHANGE 

A company is now in process of for¬ 
mation in London wiiich aims at sup¬ 
plying tlie public W'lth umbrellas on 
loan on much the some principle us (he 
circulating libraries adobl with regard 
lo books. That is lo suy, a subscriber 
will be able to drop into one of the com¬ 
pany’s depots when It sLorls raining, 
secure un umbrella, and utilize it .so 
long as th(‘ necessity lo do so continues. 
When the weather clears he con return 
it lo the same depot, or lo another one. 
and repeal the proce.ss as often as it 
suits his convenience. The depots will 
be established at restaurants, tobacco¬ 
nists' shops, public-houses, etc. Of 
crair.se. the umbrellas w'ill not be gold- 
mounted or covered w'illi Spltulfielrls 
silk; but they w'lll be good, serviceable, 
and sightly arficle.s. The charge lo sub¬ 
scribers, it is .said, will be $1.25 a year.

ALCOHOL AID TO BACILLI 


1BE PROBLE.M WHICH SUENTlSTa 
HAVE BEFORE THEM. 


Six Thousand People Were Killed as 
the Result of Saiiiory*a 
Raid. 

Sir John Roger, the Governor of the 
Gold Coast has made a remarkable tour 
into the interior, lasting over three and 
a half months, says Reuter. 

At Kumassi a large number of chiefs j 
came in lo pay Iheli- respects to the Gov¬ 
ernor, und there were many imposing 
displays wflen the native rulers, in gor¬ 
geous* raiment, attended by imrueiiHe 
fntiuwings. arrived from the surround¬ 
ing country. All appeared to be con- 
tenled and peaceful. 

At Bolo there were appalling evidences 
of the former ravages of Sainory. Hun- 
dred'-i of skeletons still strewed die 
ground. One old chief told the Gover¬ 
nor that he hud lost between five and 
six thousand people us a result of Su- 
riiory’s raids. In another part of he 
Northern Territories the chief,of a tribe: 
said that formerly he hud hud to render I 
three hundred .slaves annually to Ash¬ 
anti. 

Between Gambaga and KinUmpo Ine 
expedition visited Wo, where over 

SEVENTY MOU.NTED CIREFS, 

attended by at least 5,000 pepple, came 
ii, to the Governor. Here, again, ns n- 
deed throughout the Northern Territories 
the people expressed theii* kecri reeng- 
riilion of the value of Biili.sh proleclioii. 
and compared tlveir present favoralTle 
position with the old danger they had, 
both from the Ashantis and other raid¬ 
ers. 

While the Governor was at Wa. the 
Lobl Dajurtl.one of the wildest tribes, 
against wliom several punitive expeili- 
lions hod been .sent, tendered their 
submi.ssion voluntarily. 

The scene at the fort W’hert hordes of 
these nalive savages, armed witli liow.s 
ami arrows, came In lo palaver w'lth ihe 
Governor, was striking. These people 
had never seen a while man before this 
occosion. So many different language.^ 
were represented that it wa^ neccssuey 
to employ six Interpreters to translate 
the Governor’s address lo Ibo us.scnibled 
tribes. 

Tlie lour .showed Itiul Ironquility anl 
prosperily prevail tbroughoul the Gold 
foa.st. the NoKhern Territories and 
Ashanti.

“The hygiene of the tissue,” that is U 
say, Uio problem which scienli.sls now 
l.uve before them of how to rid the bod) 
of the microbes which infest it. He deai 
partiouiuriy with the typtmid bacillus. 

“Until a short time ago we were con 
vinced that the principal, if not Hu 
Mile, cause of outbreaks of typhoid lev 
»T lay lu., drinking water,” he .said 
“yet it has been shown that persons hav< 
acquired the disease who never dranl 
water, or diank only boiled water, aiu 
who never ale raw food. 

CARRY THE DLSEA-SE. 

I “The fact is that perfectly,healthy per 
sons, espci'iaily such as have come Ir 
contact willi lyplioid fever patients, oi 
with persons who liave sulfered iron 
, enteric ul u more or less reniule period 
often harbor the bacillus typhous ir 
consderuble quantities in their uilnien- 
lury cuimJs. .Such persons iiuve been 
. termed bacilli currier.-), und must be con 
sidered us impoilanl sources of infec- 
, tion for this disease. 

; “The lyplioid bacilli cun remain in a 
. Nlnilenl stale for many years in a I>od> 
. uniiffected by their puHiogenic action. 

' “Wtial reason cun be given for Ihis 
remarkable and prolonged immunity. 
This was a question to which leudirq, 
scienll.sts everywhere liave been devot¬ 
ing their attention. 

“An extensive series of experimenli! 
carried out in the last few years haii 
shown that the essence of imniunily 
lies In the living elements of the body 
and that it is Hie phagocytes wTiich de¬ 
liver u.s from our enemies. 

“If Ixicilli carriers ran <ow diseases 
broadcaKt In their sumoandlngs with¬ 
out tiieinselves failing ill, the rea.son is 
that their living cells re-act efficiently 
against pathogenic microbes, and can 
rapidly produce substances injurious Ic 
the.se microbes.” 

Profes.sor Melchnlkoff declared, ir 
rlo.slng. that r>ersons who indulge too 
freely in alcoliol ahow far less resist- 
uriciN to inM'tioiis diseases, especially tc 
croupou.s pneumonia, than ub.steiiiiou. 
person^.

CommiseiOD. This has been agreed to 
hj the Domtoion Oovemmstit, and bj 
making the neceseary legUlation a 
Ooveroment measure it will beoairied 
through this session* The eaprees 
companies are really freight carriers 
ueiug the plant of the railway compan¬ 
ies. In consideration of more rapid 
traneportation and more oertaio deliv¬ 
ery than can be seoored for freight on 
ordinary trains a higher charge is 
made for express parcels, and to this 
there has never been any objeotlou so 
long as the rates were not exorbitant. 

It does cot necessarily follow from 
subjecting them to the oversight of the 
Railway Commission that there now 
will be material reductions in the 
express charges. As in the case of 
rates for ordinary freight, anyone who 
thinks be has good grounds for disiat- 
isfactioD will have to make bis com¬ 
plaint to the commissioni which will 
take evidence and be guided by it in 
coming to a decision, if the express 
tariffs are reasonable now and are 
never exceeded there will be no change. 
If they are unreasonably high, or if 
the companies are in the habit of 
arbitrarily changing them, then the 
commission may have good ground for 
interference. The mere enactment of 
such a law is likely to make the com- j 
panies very careful in the management 
of their highly useful business.

GREEK COINS. 


How tke Anrlrntn Teated tho Porlty 
of the Metal* 

The first coins of gold and silver that 
have couie^^owm to us are now dated 
as a rule In the time of Croesus, wh® 
lived about the middle of tho alxth 
century B. C. 

It may readily bo Imagined that A 
mere lump of gold, supposed to be of 
a certain weight, w’ould be subject to 
skepticism unless It were guaranteed 
by some recognized authority. So, in 
order to save rewelgbing and testilf 
at each transaction, these ingots or 
coins were stamped with the authorita¬ 
tive mark of u prince or state. So 
stamped they become the truo coins 
in spite of the fact that, contrary to 
modern custom, they were not at all 
regular. 

But, In spite of the guarantee that 
might be ufforded by the mark of a 
state or a prince, wc find tho Greeks 
applying certain te.'its to determine the 
genuineness of tho currency offered to 
them. Plating was easily detected by 
jabbing the suspected coin with some 
sharp Instrument. .\t other times the 
touchstone was used. One which waf 
known as the “Lydian stone” was su^ 
posed to reveal a proportion of forelga 
metal as small as ii barley corn In A 
stater. Another test, in the case of ill* 
ver, was to polish the coin and theft 
breathe on It. If the moisture quickly 
disappeared llic metal was pure. Yet 
another way to detect alloy was to 
heat the coin or coins on redhot Iron. 
If the metal was unajloyed it remain¬ 
ed bright, if mixed with other sub¬ 
stances It turned black or red .accord¬ 
ing as it was more or loss impure.— 
Oliver B. Tonks iu ChautaiKiuan.

At flic 
ends of the rid ;20 of tlie pyraiiilduJ 
structure arc large solid gold dolphins. 
Beneath the pile is a well which is lit¬ 
erally a sailed j.'old niiiio. It is gold 
liucd and will liolil snilicicut water to 
."Upply ."•.OdO per oiis. The dolpliins, 
'.hicli were jdaced on tlte top several 
er ntnries ago, Iic.m* excited the cnriosl- 
\y of foreign relic Inintcr.-, as any one 
lalght imagine tiicy would. Bo many 
hive clir.ibeil to tlie top of the high 
:-tructuro to di.seover by testing if they 
.^re real gohl that the dolphins have 
become seriously disligured. Strong 
;-tecI wire bags Lave boon put over 
them to jirevetit further vandalism. 

Only by good fortune does one of 
these dolphins still grace the old cas¬ 
tle. A number of years ago it was tak¬ 
en, down and sent to Vienna for exhi¬ 
bition at the world’s fair held there ns 
a rare specimen of ancient .Tapaueso 
art. Tho vessel on which it was being 
returned sank, and it lay at the bottom 
of tho sea for several years in spite of 
every attempt to laise it. I’erHlstenco 
was rewarded at last, for It 3vas finally 
recovered and placed again iu Its old 
position. 

Tho castle is used by tho emperor of 
.Tapau as his headquarters during the 
army and navy reviews. State balls 
are also held thcio.

THE FIRST MONEY. 


It In Credited to the Lrdlnnn of Anla 
Minor. 

It Is dinienlt to realize that prior to 
B. C. 7tX> tlioro were no true coins, that 
ingots or buttons of gold and silver 
were weighed at every mercantile 
transaction. Tlio I.yditin.s of Asia Mi¬ 
nor are credited with having been the 
first to cast and stamp with an oflicial 
device small oval gold Ingots of defi¬ 
nite fixed weight, an invention strange¬ 
ly delayed, but of Inestliuablo impor¬ 
tance to Industry and eommeroe. A 
coin has been described as “a piece of 
metal of fixed weight, stamped by au¬ 
thority of government and employed 
ns a medium of excljangn.” Medals, 
though struck by nutliorlty, are only 
historical records and have no currency 
value. 

The bright, far flaslilng Intellect of 
Greece saw the import of the Lydian 
invention and adopted it quickly, and 
every Greek stale, nenrlv every city, 
islaud and colony, cst.iblislied a mint, 
generally at soir* one of tlie great tem¬ 
ples, for all early coin types are reli¬ 
gious in character. They bear symbols 
of some god as a pledge of good faith. 
Tho oflfering.s, tithes and rents of the 
worshipers were <oincd and circulated 
as money. Temples thus became both 
mints and banks. Our word “money” 
is said to have bt^en derived from the 
Roman shrine of Juno, Moncta, the

BIRDS GOOD FOR FARMER 


STUDY THEIR HABITS BBTORB DB- 
STROYINO THEM, 

Hawka and Owls KOI Aflea and Rais— 
Good Word For Tbs 
Woodpeekar.

A writer in the WashlngtoD Star says 
that the eaaieat way to learn which! 
blrda'ara beneficial is to go out in the 
fields and woods and watch the birds.) 
He adds>- | 

Probably one of the first he will see 
will be a woodpecker of some kind, and 
In that case he is sure to see a very use-' 
ful bird. Of the forty odd species and 
sub-species of woodpeckers in this | 
country, only one is sometimes destruc¬ 
tive to the trees. This is the yellow- 
bellied sapsucker, but as he does not 
usually winter north of Virginia It is not 
likely that he will be seen here. Ten to ^ 
one it will be a downy or a hairy wood¬ 
pecker. These two are much alike in 
general appearance, except that the lat¬ 
ter is considerably larger than the 
former. In either case he will be found 
very busy searching for and devouring 
Insects’ eggs, larvae and adult insects 
of one kind or another, which have their 
home on, in or below the bark of tha' 
tree. 

Some of these Insects are pests of 
the worst sort, and If they were not 
gathered up by the birds in the winter 
the trees would be alive with them in 
the spring, and in many cases they 
would destroy not only the fruit, but In 
some cases even the trees themselves. 
Of course, these birds carry on their 
warfare all through the rest of the year, 
eating ants, caterpillars and crawlers of 
many kinds by thousands, but the far¬ 
mer, being busy with other matters, will 
not be so likely to see them at It. 

WORK OF THE NUTHATCH. 

Perhaps the next bird to appear may 
be a nuthatch, a bird much smaller 
even than the downy woodpecker and 
quite different in appearance and man¬ 
ners. It may be a while-breasted or a 
red-breasted nuthatch, but in either case 
he will be seen to be a very importont 
little personage; not a harder worker 
than the woodpecker, perhaps, but with 
a greater appearance of bustle.' The 
woodpecker usually moves from a lower 
point to a higher, or sidewise If neces¬ 
sary—seldom down a tree for any dis¬ 
tance, and never head first in this direc¬ 
tion. The nuthatch seems to have no 
particular rule about thLs; when he 
wants to go up he goes up, and when 
he wants to go down, down he goes, and 
head first every time, sometimes puus¬ 
ing In the most absurd attitudes, with 
his neck stuck out at right angles from 
the trunk, to eye an observer who may 
be rude enough to stand and watch 
him. 

Or our farmer may see band of 
chickadees, of whose identity no one 
can ever be in doubt, since they repeat 
their own name over and over wher¬ 
ever they go, as they swing, often head 
downward, among the twigs. Very 
lame they are at this season, and with 
but a little patience they will feed from 
one’s hand or lips, as they did from 
mine more than a hundred limes last 
winter. They are engaged In the .same 
work as the woodpeckers and the nut¬ 
hatches, viz., the extermination of myr¬ 
iads of insects, which if allowed to in- 
crca.se unchecked would make the work 
of the fruit grower heart-breaking and 
unprofitable.

HOW THE DIFFERENT VARIETIES 
ARE OBTAINED. 

They Are Brought From Gro>\ers on 
Camel-Back to Packing 
Houses. 

How Smyrna tigs are packed (or 
market is desciibetl by a coirespoiideiit 
at that Asia Minor city. 

Fig trees begin to bear in their sixth 
yi'ar, and are full of vigor in their Ilf- 
leenlli. Those upon low plains yield 
fiuil whicli is larger and riclier in sac- 
cliarine mailer lliun lhat of llie liill.A 
but the trees often suffer from excess 
of moisture in wet seasons. 

About the middle of August tlie fruit 
ripens, wlien it is picked and dried in 
the open air from tliree to .six days. It 
IS tlien packed in sacks holding 250 
poimds eucli, placed upon camels and 
taken to the nearest railway station or 
fruit warehouse. Two such sacks make 
a load for one camel.

THE BIOSCOPE IN AFRICA. 

ExpMtttlon WUI Secure Records of Wild 
Lite la Unknown Lunds. 

Ao expedition will leave London 
shortly, under the leadership of Brian 
Bellasls and Lionel Cooke, with the ob¬ 
ject of obtaining bioscopio records illus¬ 
trating the wild life axkd the industrial 
acUviUes of countries along the entire 
route of the projposed Cape to Cairo 
railway. 

Though the enterprise is mainly com¬ 
mercial, and has the support of many 
of the most important African com¬ 
panies, it is hoped that it may accom¬ 
plish something of scientific value. The 
leaders have been asked by the Zoologi¬ 
cal Society to try to get a lew specimens 
of rare animals, notably a white rhino¬ 
ceros, which, they are assured, if cap¬ 
tured young enough, may be persuaded 
to march with them. 

Ethnological interests will be sub¬ 
served by obtaining phonographic re¬ 
cords of the dialects of various native 
races 

In the centre of Nyassaland is a mys¬ 
terious native city where a warlike na¬ 
tive chief holds court. Hts city is com¬ 
pletely surrounded by walls, and is 
composed of stone kraals. 

To the while man It is forbidden 
ground, no European having as yet 
entered its gates; but Mr. Bellasls and 
Mr. Cooke hope, by dint of many pre-| 
sents, to gain permlMlon to enter and 
take records, which should be of great 
Interest to the outside world. 

When Broken Hill, Ihe terminus of the 
southern section of the railway, is 
reached, the real dlfflcully of Ihe expedi¬ 
tion will begin. For many months but 
slow progress can bo made, with the aid' 
of native bearers, and when the north¬ 
ern shores of Lake Victoria Nyanza are 
reached the presence of hostile natives 
and the extreme danger from fever will 
render the journey somewhat pre¬ 
carious. 

In Abyssinia the Emperor Menellk will 
be visited, and animaled pictures of 
London will be shown to him, in return 
for which It Is hoped permission will be 
granted to bring home to London re¬ 
cords of life in the most gorgeous court 
in Africa. 

From Abyssinia the expedlllon will 
strike back to the Nile, and proceed by 
steamer and rail to Cairo.

Strange, unaccountable things are be¬ 
falling in the neighborhood of Lamber- 
hurst, lUait„ En^nd. The villagers, 
who in the midst of their laughter ex¬ 
hibit umuistakabie symptoms of feax, 
are convinced that th^ are sheltering 
one of the most enterprising, audacious 
and mysterious “ghosU" recorded in the 
annals ol the unseen. 

If “ghost" it be—and the word of the 
persons chiefly concerned can only be 
accepted on this polntr->the visitant has 
displayed the greatest discrimination In 
the choice of its field of operations. Lam- 
berhunt is an oldtime cluster of cot¬ 
tages, Elizabethan for the most part, ly¬ 
ing midway between Horsmonden and 
Goudburst. Two miles further on is the 
Furnace Mill, owned by J. C. Playfootr 
a well-to-do farmer and hopgrower. Here 
the “ghost" has establUhed iU headquar¬ 
ters. 

Furnace Mill lies In the wooded hol¬ 
low, a quarter of a mile from the main 
road. It Is flanlced by a darksome lake, 
in which the tall elms that fringe it cast 
shadowy reflections. The trickling of o 
cascade and the calls of bird to bird are 
the only sounds that disturb the silence. 
No other dwelling is visUble. 

LOCKS AND BOLTS OF NO AVAIL. 

Mr. Playfoot, a matter-of-fact, busl- 
nessUke man, recounted with 
some reluctance his weird experiences: 
“Whatever the thing may be," he said, 
“r. is playing the very mischief with my 
place. It operates only in the daytime, 
and under the very noses ol myself and 
other members of the family who are 
looking out for It. 

It Is Important to know that I have 
not discharged anyone, that this place 
can only be reached by a private road, 
that the approach of any stranger would 
be dispute by two watchdogs that 
would not staTid on any ceremony, and 
that 1 carry in my own pockets the keys 
of the mill, stables, hayruums and other 
buildings. 

“Despite all these precaution!!, locked 
end bolted doors swing open, the horses 
are changed from stable to stable, arc 
sometimes turned round in their stalls 
sc< that their backs are against the 
mangers, and are often seen to run 
shivemg and strtled from their 
stables into the road. 

“Bales of hay are cut and scattered 
about the hayrooms, the contents (f 
sacks in the drying room are emptied 
and changed about, w'hile in the tool- 
hou.se barrels of lime weighing hundred¬ 
weights are flung down a flight of 
stairs. These and many other strange 
things happen In rooms that are locked, 
barred and bolted, while people watch 
and listen outside, and the keys are in 
my pockets. Nobody or nothing Is ever 
seen or heard." 

BOY’S ADVE.VrURE. 

Then Mr, Playfoot detailed what was 
pei'liups the strangest “manifestation" i^f 
all. “About noon a few days ago," be 
said, “in the presence of my son 1 lock¬ 
ed and bolted every building on the 
premises and went into the niillhouse 
for dinner. Suddenly 1 heard a startled 
cry from the ltd, and rushing into the 
yard saw' the door of the drying-room, 
only about ten yards away, wide open.

U oiay not be generally known that 
the work of pulling big animals’ teeth 
is just as much a profession as Uie 
niora ordinary kind of dentistry, besides 
belug a good deal more exciting. One 
of the most successful animal dentists of 
the day la Mr. Howard Kant, who has 
probably attended a greater number cl 
ferocioua patients than any other man 
living. His work takes him into almost 
every circus andNmenagerle in the Unit¬ 
ed Blates, while his services are also m 
constant requisition at the principal zoo¬ 
logical gardens both there and abroad. 

^It is not a profession I should recom¬ 
mend my best friend to enter," Mr. 
Kent remarked to the writer, "for, there 
is no doubt about it, the man who al- 
tempto to yank out an aching tootlii 
from the jaw of a lion or a tiger runs 
a certain amount of risk. Why I took 
up the work 1 can hardly say, for it is 
not one to which big fees are attached, 
but I have been in the business now for 
seme thirty odd years, and I don’t sup¬ 
pose I shall ever quit until 1 get past 
working. 

"I remember the first animal I operat¬ 
ed on was a particularly ferocious Si¬ 
berian wolf that had a malformation of 
an upper tooth which was beginning 
to grow into the roof of his mouth. 1 
w'as new to the work then, and conse¬ 
quently a bit nervous. The keepers 
bound my patient all right, and after 
the gag had been placed in his mouth 

I BEGAN TO OPERATE. 

I had just got my hand between his 
jow'H, and was beginning to work the 
pliers, when the gug slipped and the 
brute's juw almost met. There was, 
how'ever, still suificlent of the gag re¬ 
maining to keep his mouth open about 
an inch and a quarter, so that only the 
skin and fle.sh of my wrist were lacer- 
oled. But 1 can tell you I was not 
sorry when the keepers rushed up, forc¬ 
ed the wolf’s mouth open, and released 
my bund. I put off the job of remov¬ 
ing the toolh for a week or so, while 
my hand was healing, when I performed 
the operation without further mishap. 

Lions and tigers are not so diillcult 
to manage as one would think and when 
suffering badly from toothache they are 
only too glad to have the molar out. 
Sometimes the extraction causes them 
so much pain that, like human patients, 
they forget themselves and retaliate on 
the dentist. 1 remefnber a couple of 
years ago rather an exciting incident 
iiKppened while 1 w'os operating on a 
1)011 called Rhaja for an ulcerated tooth. 
Rhaja occupied a cage with Victoria, a 
very fine lioness, and both beasts were 
very tame and tractable.

ANCIENT IRISH CAVES. 

Furnish Many Facts About Early In- 
hablunts of Island. 

There has Just been published by the 
Royal Irish Academy a bulky report on 
the result of three years’ exploration 
work among the caves of County Clare. 
No fewer than 70,000 specimens of bones 
were forwarded In parcels to the Dublin 
Museum for identification. Each of these 
parcels were carefully labelled, bearing 
a number corresponding with a map of 
the cave giving the exact position and 
depth from the surface at which the spe¬ 
cimens were obtained. The bulk of the 
tiiulei'ial collected consisted of bones of 
various animals, including man, and 
these throw an interesting light on the 
old-time fauna of Ireland. Among the 
more Important mammalian remains 
were bones of brown bear, wolf, Arctic 
fex, Arctic lemming, Irish elk, red 
deer, reindeer, ox, and wild bear. 

One rattier surprising discovery is 
that the bones of the wild cat,^which 
occurred in some numbers, belonged 
not to the European, but to an African 
species, known as the Caffre cat (Fells 
ocreuta). The larger of these caves 
funiished dwelling places for prehistoric 
men, for arrowheads -and other imple- 
menu of (lint and bone, as well as 
bronze ornaments, have been recovered, 
many in u perfect state of preservation; 
and these were associated with human 
remains. From the form of the bones 
of the ankle joint it would appear that 
these skeletons represent the remains of 
people w'ho habitually assumed a squat¬ 
ting posture, as is done by many savage 
races to-day. Charcoal and burnt stones 
afford further evidence as to the use of 
these caves. 

Ornaments belonging to the early 
Christian era, including a gold bracelet, 
bronze pin and buckle, show that thesu* 
same caves were used, at least tempor¬ 
arily, by much later generations cf 
ruen. Artificially fractured bones of the 
Irish elk and reindeer show that these 
animals were hunted, at any rate, hy 
the earliest human inhabitants of the is¬ 
land: but they probably were soon ex- 
lermlnaled. Wolves, however, survived 
until comparatively recent times. The 
exact (late of their final extermination is 
not l<nown. but they existed in the great 
forests on the borders of Wicklow and 
Carlow us late as the year 1700. and It 
Is supposed that they finally became ex¬ 
tinct about 1776.

REVOLLTION IN SlRCaERV. 

CIe\cr London Surgeon Originates New 
.'Melliud of Skin IHvisiuii. 

A revolution in operation has been 
achieved by a clever smgeon, who has 
discovered a method of incising ttie skm 
wilhoul leaving any viwlbie scui-. 

Well known operaloi's at (Juy s and 
clliej- hospitals In London have arranged 
with lh:.s surgeon to do what may be 
describetl as the supeilFcial part of their 
operations, leaving liim to begin the 
operation and lo attend lo the conclud¬ 
ing part of it. 

The fact llial glands, tumors, and so 
forth cun now be removed without there 
bring the .slightest outward truce after 
llie operation Is the most important 
Hem of progress which has occurred in 
surgery for many years. When the op¬ 
eration Is made in the i-egion of the Race 
01 Hie neck the advantage of the iww 
rnetliod will be at once realized. 

N’tjl a IlllJe of the success of this me¬ 
thod Is of course due to the practice and 
skill of this surgeon, but the fundunxm- 
tii! difference between the old method 
and the new Is that tFie new' method of 
skin division consists of dividing it up- 
ch the slant. In contradistinction to the 
usual practice of dividing the skin at 
right angles to the surface. The rea¬ 
son why a cut through th«* skin upon 
the .slant and subjeclfd to properly ap¬ 
plied pressure heals so perfectly is 
simplf* enough. Contact Is perfect, and 
the greater the pressure, within ilnills, 
the better Is the result. 

This surgeon made his first experi¬ 
ment with an adapted hollow ground 
razor. He now uses hollow' ground 
scolpels made especially (or him.

CON rnOf.LING FLOWER COLOR.S. 

It Is generally known that the colors 
of vegetation vary In intensity in a 
direct ratio lo the amount of sunlight 
combined with coolnass of lemperalure, 
within certain limits. Examples are the 
intense redness of apples grown in 
northern climates, and the deep colorrs 
of Alpine vegetation. But the soil, and 
other Influences, also Irnve an effect upon 
plant colors. Mr. Henry Krermer has 
r-ecently experimented upon the artifi¬ 
cial control of the color-s of plants 
through the introduction of chemicals 
Into the .soil they grow In, In ver'y 
small quantities srrch chemicals are ab- 
.sorbed wittioul apparent injury, hut the 
effect upon the coior\s is slight. Yellow 
r’oses. for instance, npeared to become 
deeper in color under the Infirrence of 
aluminum sulphate and potas*<lum sul¬ 
phate. With the use of these aamo 
rhernlcnls tlie petals of the white o«rna- 
tlon showed a tendency lo develop red 
strenks. whereas when fed with am¬ 
monium sulpliate, aluminum sulphate. 
Iron citrate und citric acid, scarlet car¬ 
nations tended to form white streaks.
